HAVING NOTED THE CONTENTS OF THE LETTER OF THE PERMANENT 
REPRESENTATIVE OF LEBANON ( DOCUMENT S/10913); 

HAVING HEARD THE STATEMENTS OF THE REPS OF LEBANON AND 
OF ISRAEL; 

DEEPLY DEPLORING THE TRAGIC DEATHS OR THREATS TO THE LIVES 
OF INNOCENT PERSONS RESULTING FROM RECENT ACTS OF BLACK 
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SEPTEMBER TYPE TERRORISM AT KHARTOUM, CYPRUS AND ELSEWHERE 
AND FROM THE ATTACK BY ISRAELI ARMED FORCES ON APRIL 9-10 
IN THE BEIRUT AREA; 

URGENTLY DESIRING TO SEE THE RESTORATION OF PEACEFUL CON- 
DITIONS IN THE MIDDLE EAST, RESPECT FOR THE TERRITORIAL 
INTEGRITY AND POLITICAL INDEPENDENCE OF ALL COUNTRIES AND 
STRICT OBSERVANCE OF THE FUNDAMENTAL HUMAN RIGHTS OF ALL 
PEOPLES IN THE AREA; 

RECALLING THAT ARTICLE 2, PARAGRAPH 4 OF THE CHARTER 
REQUIRES ALL MEMBERS TO REFRAIN IN THEIR INTERNATIONAL 
RELATIONS FROM THE THREAT OR USE OF FORCE AGAINST THE 
TERRITORIAL INTEGRITY OR POLITICAL INDEPENDENCE OF ANY 
STATE, OR IN ANY OTHER MANNER INCONSISTENT WITH THE 
PURPOSES OF THE UNITED NATIONS; 

RECALLING THAT THE DECLARATION ON FRIENDLY RELATIONS ( UN 
RESOLUTION 2625), UNANIMOUSLY ADOPTED BY THE 25 TH GENERAL 
ASSEMBLY ASSERTS THAT EVERY STATE HAS THE DUTY TO REFRAIN 
FIOM ORGANIZING, INSTIGATING, ASSISTING OR PARTICIPATING 
IN ACTS OF CIVIL STRIFE OR TERRORIST ACTS IN ANOTHER STATE 
OR ACQUIESCING IN ORGANIZED ACTIVITIES WITHIN ITS TERRITORY 
DIRECTED TOWARDS THE COMMISSION OF SUCH ACTS, WHEN THE 
ACTS REFERRED TO IN THE PRESENT PARAGRAPH INVOLVE A THREAT 
OR USE OF FORCE; 

1 . CONDEMNS THE ABOVE CITED ISRAELI ARMED ATTACK ON 
LEBANESE TERRITORY AND TERRORIST ACTS IN THE AREA OR 
ELSEWHERE, 

2. CALLS UPON ALL STATES NOT TO ACQUIESCE IN AND TO TAKE 
ALL PRACTICAL MEASURES TO PREVENT ORGANIZED ACTIVITIES IN 
THEIR TERRITORY DIRECTED TOWARDS THE COMMISSION OF ACTS 
OF TERRORISM AND UPON ISRAEL TO REFRAIN FROM ARMED 
ATTACKS IN VIOLATION OF THE TERRITORIAL INTEGRITY OF 
ANOTHER STATE, 

3. DEMANDS THAT ALL STATES PUT AN IMMEDIATE END TO ANY 
USE OR THREAT OF VIOLENCE OR ENCOURAGEMENT OR SUPPORT FOR, 

OR ACQUIESCENCE IN, THE USE OR THREAT OF VIOLENCE IN ANY 
FORM IN THE AREA OR ELSEWHERE, 
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4. REAFFIRMS ITS VIEW THAT A PERMANENT AND IUST PEACE IN 
THE MIDDLE EAST MUST BE BASED ON ALL PROVISIONS OF THE 
SECURITY COUNCIL' S RESOLUTION 242 OF NOVEMBER 22, 1967, 
INCLUDING A JUST SETTLEMENT OF THE REFUGEE PROBLEM, 

5. URGES THE PARTIES TO MAKE RENEWED EFFORTS TO REACH
